Analyzes Monthly Bills. | 

The contractor's monthly bilis provided 
the basis on which the location was selected. 
These bills were dated on the last day of each 
succeeding month, covering a period of about 
a year and a half. (incidentally, they bear 
serial numbers from 83 to 50.) | 

They purported to show the amount of 
rock in cubic yards encountered in both drifts 
of the tunnel. Quantities increased from 0 
cubic yards on the first bill to 4,389 cubic 
yards on the ninth, and then diminished to 
827 cubic yards on the last bill. ' 

It was assumed that each bill repre- 
sented the rock which was claimed to have 
been excavated during the month indicated 
by the date of that bill. Therefore, the date 
of the bill showing the largest amount of rock 
Was prepared with the progress of profile of 
the work, whereon is recorded graphically 
the progress made from day to day. 

In this way, it was found that the max- 
imum bill might be supposed to cover rock 
excavated between Hermitage and Paulina 
streets. Computations made from data con- 
tained in this bill indicate that shale rock was 
alleged to exist at this location in strata ag- 
gregating from eight (o ten feet in thickness. 
The diameter of the tunnel excavation was 
, about twenty-one feet. 

Find Only Sand and Clay, 

“*Borings, five in number, were cone~ 
quently made covering this section. These 

were made alongside the sewer, as 
close to the same as was practicable, and 
samples of the material encountered were 
taken by means of an auger from each foot 
in depth from a point slightly above the isp 
of the tunnel excavation to one entirely be- 
low it. These samples have been preserved 
and portions of them placed in glass tubes, 
graduated to represent the exact elevation 
at wnich the samples were received. 

„ Two experienced inspectors employed 
by your commission were continuously pres- 
ent while the physical examination was being 
made. Their report is on file and its find- 
ings are incorporated herein. 

„No material except sand and clay was 
found in any of the borings so made, except 
from the last, from which a few small, peb- 
blelike pieces of stone of different character 
were brought up. 


N Shale in Test Pit. 


In order that there might be no possible 
chance for error, it was determined to sink 
a test pit upon the site of the last boring. 
This was done, the depth of the pit being 40.5 
feet from surface of the ground at that point, 
and its bottom extending well below the 
lower line of the sewer excavation. 

In addition, when the bottom of this test 
pit was reached, a bar was driven down to a 
point some six feet farther. No material 
other than clay and sand was found in tha 
test pit, except three small pieces of material 
which bore all of the characteristics of the 
gorcalied shale, as described by the various 
witnesses who had seen the same during the 
excavation of the tunnel. All these samples 
were isolated, none to exceed five inches in 
any dimension. | 
- $* Their consistency was unquestionably 
“soft; upon excavation, they could be

Criticism of Ericson. 


The city engineer, John Ericson, was in 
a position to block the payment of the claim 
by -declining to place his stamp of approval 
as an expert engineer upon it. 

“In view of Mr. Frieson's professional 
standing and administrative responsibility, 
it is unfortunate for him and for the city of 
Chicago that he did not institute a closer 
physical examination oi the character and 
quantities of so-called ‘shale rock,’ or that 
he did not insist that the proper place to 
settle a dispute of this sort was in the courts. 


ments of Babcock and Shaw and the other 
evidence in his possession is distinctly un- 
satisfactory. 

“If Engineer Ericeon had a reasonable 
doubt as to the character or quantities of the 
excavation in dispute, he should Have so 
stated, plainly and unequivocally.

Although the evidence shows that he 
did not directly participate in the investiga- 
tion of this claim, or have personal knowl- 
edge 6f iti allowance, the commissioner of 
public works, John J. Hanberg, cannot avoid 
a certain share of the responsibility for its 
payment. As head of the department of pub- 
lic works he is expected to have knowledge 
of doubtful claims, such as this claim for 
$46,000, ught up for payment after the 
completion of the work.

Mr. Welton also held culpable the fol- 
lowing pereons, not mentioned in the Mer- 
riam report: Timothy Sullivan, secretary 
to the commissioner of public works; John

-and Frank Murpby, the ¢ontract clerk. 


Of Sullivan he said: 

The matters under the jurisdiction of 
Mr. Sullivan show in an unfayorableé light. 
On more than one occasion important doc- 
uments have not been available without ar- 
duous search, and in some cases cannot be 
produced. He must be heid responsible for 
the mis representation contained in that let- 
ter (July 10, 1008) unless it can be shown 
that he was instructed in the matter by the

Provisions of Subway Bill. 
Kesentially the subway bill provides: 

That every city of the state has the 
power to construct, maintain, and oper- 
ate or lease subways. 

That the term “ subway ” shall Include 
conduits, p'pes, tubes, passageways, tun- 
nels, galleries, and openings. 

Tha: every city shall have the power to 
acquire, take, or hold any property nec- 
essary for the purpose of a subway. 

That every city, in constructing a sub- 
way, may control, limit, and regulate it 
for the tra tion ot persons and 
erty and the transmission of ter, 
steam, sewage, gas, electricity, 5 

That every city may lay and construct 
in subways railway tracks, and may lease 
such tracks and sidings, provided that 
these tracke be not laid upon any street 
surface except upon petition of abutting 
property owners. am 

That sach city has power to lease to any 
person or corporation upon terms to be 
fixec. by such city the right to occupy any 
part of the subway for the transmission 
of parcels, steam, etc., and the transpor- 
tation of persons or property. 

That the city authorities shall require 
all pipes, ¢tc., in an alley or street in 
which the subway is constructed to be 
placed in be subway. 

That in such case the city shall have 
right to collect compensation for the use 
of subway space. | 

That the lease or grant by franchise 
stall not extend longer than twenty 
years, 

What it the city grant by franchise, the 
ald franchise shall not go into effect 
until sixty days after passage, and that 
if within that period a petition of 10 per 
cent of the voters shal! be filed requesting 
referendum vote, it shall be- submitted 
tor pofiblar vote. 


Harbor Measure’s Features. 
Among the more important features of the 
harbors bill are the following essential 
points: 

That every city in the state shall have 
the power to acquire, own, construct, 
maintain, operate, or lease harbors, 
wharves, piers, slips, or levees, and all 
appurtenances. 

‘That the period by franchise shall not 
exceed twenty years. 
That the city has a right to fix the rates. 

That the city has a right to acquire by 
purchase or condemnation all property 
necessary for such construction of piers, 
etc. : 

That the city has a right to reclaim sub- 
merged land within the jurisdiction of or 
bordering the city. 

That the city may enter into contract 
with riparian owners of land for the con- 
struction.of or improvement for the city 
of harbors, docks, etc.., 

That in such case the city shall file a pe- 
tition in chancery and obtain a writ of 
court thereon. 

That in case of grant by franchise the 
ordinance shall not go into effect until 
sixty days after passage, and if in that 
period a petition of 10 per cent of the vot- 
ers shall be filled requesting a referendum 
vote such vote must be held.

tice in Russia. \

department.

J. M. Ewen Gets $5,000 for Supervising 
Construction of New City Hall—More 


Aids Given to Smoke Inspector Bird. 


The budget for 1910 municipal expendi- 
Atures,, approved by the finance committee, 
went to the city. council last night. It will be 
taken up for passage at a special meeting 
tomorrow afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Perusal of the details of the budget as 
worked out by the committee revealed the 
fact that except In a few unimportant places 
salaries have not been raised. Some clerks 
and stenographers will get small increases 
brought about by the revision of the classes 
of employés, but the police and fire depart- 
ment salaries remain the same. 

John M. Ewen, harbor commissioner, will 
be made happy by $5,000, appropriated to 
pay his bill for supervision of the construc- 
tion of the new city hall. 

City Sealer John Kjellander will be disap- 
pointed unless the council comies to his res- 
cueNfor the finance committee’s recommen- 
dation. carries the same salary as he received 
last year, $3,600, instead of the $4,000 he 
asked for. Mr. Kjellander thought he should 
have as much as the smoke inspector. 

Smoke Inspector Paul Bird gets eleven dep- 
uties at $1,500 each, instead of seven, which 
he had last year, and fourteen assistants at 
$1,000, instead of the ten he now has.

The distance, 
estimated by the judges at five-eighths of a 
mile, was oqvered in 28.08 seconds, the great- 
est height reached being fifty feet: The ma- 
chine was under perfect control and the 
American was accorded a thunder of cheers 
for the feat, 


Curtise Makes Fast Run. 

Curtiss, using the machine with which he 
had made the previous flight, circled the 
field, an estimated distance of one and one- 
eighth miles, in 1:51. His maximum altitude 
was 200 feet. some 

Lincoln Beachey and Roy Knabenschue 
appeared with their dirigible balloons, sall- 
ing directly over the grand stand at a height 
of 200 feet against a stiff breeze and returning 
at high speed, with the wind at their backs. 
The two pilots directed their course as they 
willed and descended to earth without a jar. 

While the ‘spectators were watching the 


flight of the dirigibles a Farman biplane was 


taken quietly from the Paulhan tent down 
into a gully hidden from the view of those 
at the starting stretcH. Just when Knaben- 
schue and Beachey were passing over the 
grandstand on their return, and when every 
neck was craned backward, there was a sud- 
den shout, and out of the gully shot Paul- 
han, the motor of his Farman humming at 
a tremendous rate. 


Lets Go of Wheel to Wave. 


He swung around the course and came 
down before the.grandstand at high speed. 
He gesticulated first with his right band and 
then his left and at times let go the steering 
wheel and waved both arms and shouted to 
the multitude. 

Circling the full course once, Paulhan then 
began a second round, but stopped at the halt 
way pole to cut across the fleld straight for 
the grandstand. Suddenly veering, he de- 
scribed another circle, finally disappearing 
from view to the north behind the grand- 
stand. He soared this way and that in the 
adjacent country, again heading directly for 
the stand, which he cleared from behind, 
passing only a few feet above the topmost 
row of seats and shouting greetings to the 
dodging crowd beneath. Passing out on the 
field, the machine descended in front of Paul- 
han's quarters. 

Paulhan had remained in the air eight and 
one-half minutes and sailed three and three- 
fourths miles. His highest altitude was 150 
feet. 


Third Flight Is Longest. 


On his second flight he remained up ten 
minutes and two seconds, reaching a height 
of 400 feet and traveling about four and one- 
half miles. In descending he just cleared 
the top of his own tent from the rear, alight- 
ing a short distance from the entrance. 

In his third flight Paulhan arose directly in 
front of the grandstand, passed over it, and 
turned back to the official course, where he 
arose to a height of 300 feet, covering the 
mile and a half in 2:58. After completing his 
third lap Paulhan made a series of graceful 
turns in the middle of the fleld and repeatedly 
sailed low over the grandstand. The flight

LIEUT. GOV. WHITE IS NAMED 
IN NEW INSURANCE MIXUP, 


New York Official Charged with Hav- 
„ ing “Held the Bag” in Syndicate’s 
Plot to Grab Fraternal Company. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 10.—[Special.)]—By his 
adniission under oath to the state superin- 
tendent of insurance Lieut, Gov. Horace 
White appears to have handled a fund of 
$150,000 in Canadian money, alleged to have 
been used to purchase control of the People’s 
Mutual Life Insurance association and 
league, a fraternal organization. The lieu- 
tenant governor received §20,000 for his serv- 
ices as the “ bag holder and to satisty old 
obligations.” 

The part the lieutenant governor played 
in this deal, branded by the state insurance 
department as a flagrant violation of the 
law, was disclosed today when the papers 
containing the admissions of White and his 
associates were filed with the clerk of Onon- 
daga county.

New York City gains approximately $27,- 
000,000 on its legal debt limit, as indicated by 
the increased values announced today. The 
borrowing capacity, as heretofore fixed by 
law, was about $59,000,000, but the asseased 
valuation of real estate is $6,600,187,322, as 
against $6.338,177,804 last year, an increase 
of $267,009,518. 

As the city’s borrowing capacity is equal 
to 10 per cent of the assessed valuation of 
real estate, the debt margin will be raised 
about $27,000,000. Last year the increase 
in assessed valuation was only about $100,- 
000,000, and only about $10,000,000 was added 
to the city’s borrowing capacity.

In a sentence, the house of lords has vio- 
lated the constitution in order to save the 
cause of tariff reform from a mortal blow,” 


Says Lords Usurp Power. 

The premier declares the lords’ claim to the 
control of the country’s finances is usurpa- 
tion and thatrthe experience: of the para- 
ment just dissolved shows thet the posses- 
sion of an unlimited veto by a partisan second 
chamber is. an insuperable obstacle to demo- 
cratic legislation. 

Describing how the house of lords places 
no check on legislation by a Tory house of 
commons, while a Liberal house of commons 
is impotent to carry new legislation, he says: 

“It ie absurd to speak of this system as 
it secures to us any advantages of a secon 
chamber in the sense that that term is un- 
derstood and is practically interpreted by 
every other democratic country.“ 


Balfour Hits Home Rule. 

A. J. Balfour, the opposition leader, Chan- 
cellor Lioyd-George, Winston Spencer 
Churchill and other ministers and ex-minis- 
ters; again are busy on the platform.

Perhaps of Turkish Origin. 

The Cumanians, representing perhaps a 
third of the Magyars, represent the southern 
division of the Ugrians and were perhaps of 
pure Turkish origin, but early in their li‘: 
in the Alféid lost their own language ar 
today regard themselves as the purest 0. 
the pure Magyars. In physical type they 


are heayier than that I have just described. 


Their faces are stronger and broader, and 
‘brown or black eyes and dark hair is preva- 
lent among them. | 

The fact that it is not possible to define the 
Magyar type is only what we might expect 
from a knowledge of the history of the Mag- 
yars. Their growth numerically the last 200 
years is comparable, on small scale, to 
he United States 
in the last fifty years. The purity of their 
ranks has been diluted over and over again 
by colonists from the north and from the 
south. Many of these colonies still exist in 
comparative purity, especially the Germans 
of the northwest and the Saxons of the south- 
east; but, on the other hand, there are many 
villages in Hungary today claiming to be 
pure Magyar which two or three hundred 
years ago were of German, Roumanian, Ar- 
menian, or Servian origin. Even the Jews in 
the cities of the Alföld are rapidly becoming 
Magiarized, and in dress and feature and 
general culture are not easily distinguished 
from the bulk of the population.

Banker’s Auto Is Besieged. 
The banker candidate was recognized, and 
the parade turned -upon his car, beat the 

occupants with torch sticks, and threw 
blazing red fire torches and ice upon them. 

Mr. Storrow, in protecting his ag tho

L. Norton, the agent of his campaign, 
was struck upon the head: Herman Hormel, 
secretary of the Republican city committee, 
emerged from the fracas with a broken hose, 
and the chauffeur’s arm was ®adly bruised. 
The automobile was battered from end to 
end with torch sticks. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
wagered today. The betting started at 100 
to 80 in favor of Storrow, went to slight odds 
on Fitzgerald early in the evening, and 
closed at even money. 


Many Methods in Vogue. 

This has been a campaign of much advertis- 
ing, much speaking, and much personal 
solicitation. Storrow has charged Fitzger- 
ald with abusing the administrative powers 
of the city while in office. Fitegerald has 
retorted by claiming that Storrow has made 
an exorbitant use of money in the campaign. 
Hibbard has attacked his opponents only 
briefiy, while Taylor mildly has asked sup- 
port without referring to the other three 
candidates. 

The animosities stirred up during the last 
days have resulted in libel suits, demands for 
criminal prosecution of newspaper proprie- 
tors, and much acrimonious controversy.

H. H. TRIMBLE, IOWA COUNSEL

Prominent Figure in Many Battles, 


Legal and Political, Succumbs After 
Brief Iilness from Pneumonia, 


Keokuk, Ia., Jan. 10.—[Special.)}—H. H. 
Trimble, general counsel for the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad for Iowa and 
tormer state senator, died today after a brief 
fiiness from pneumonia. Although in his 
eighty-fifth year, he left a few days before 
his last lliness to argue a case before the 
Supreme court at Jefferson City, Mo. 
Legally and politically there is as much 
history interwoven about the life of Mr. 
Trimble as almost any Iowan of the present 
decade. He was prominent in many legal 
battles. Politically he was 4 power, and as 


with nominating Grover Cleveland for presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Trimble was born in Dearborn county, 
Ind., and was uated from De Pauw 
university in 1847. He came to Iowa and 
was admitted to the bar in 1850 He was 
elected state senator in 1856. He was next 
District court 2 and was nominated for 
Supreme justice in 1865. In 1872 he ran for 
congress, and in 1807 he was nominated for 
governor. He was several times a delegate 
at large to the Democratic national con- 
vention. At the time of his death he was 
president of state banks in Albia, ice aed 
field, and seo Keosauqua, Ia.

Bills Paid with Checks. 

In the afternoon I was told Na!“ was dead. 
I consulted my husband, Mr. Jones, and he 
advised me to call in the police. We tele- 
phoned to the Twenty-second street station, 
and about a half hour later Lieut. Kelleher 
came to the house, examined the body. and 
then made arrangements to have it moved. 

The woman was asked about the amount 
of money Moore had when he came in, and 
she said: . 

Nat seldom earried any money with him. 
He always gave me checks. They were 
drawn on the First National bank of New 
York City. He has been in my place a num- 
ber of times during the last three years. 

Lieut. Kelleher testiged that the death was 
reported to him at about 4:30 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. He was not called upon to ex- 
plain why the facts were suppressed until 
after midnight. 

“I took possession of the valuables that 
belonged to Moore, he said. There was no 
money found. They told me he never carried 
any money.” 

To your knowledge, were there any valu- 
ables missing? the coroner asked. 

“I don’t know,“ was the answer.

He was asked 
about the fact that no money was found in 
any of the pockets and said:

Moore was extremely nervous when I at- 
tended him at 8 o'clock in the morning; but 
I did not think there was any danger of 
death, the physician said. 

Dr. M. H. Rosenberg said he had attended 
Moore at different times for a year and that 
he was suffering from a complication of 
heart and kidney diseases, 

J attended him four weeks ago and at 
that time it was a surprise to me that he did 
not die,“ he asserted. ~ 

Dr. C. H. McKenna of 2218 Osgood street, 
who attended Moore for four years and whs 
present at the post-mortem examination, 
said he is satisfied the death was from nat- 
ural causes. Drs. H. G. W. Reinhardt and 
Harold N. Moyer sald the death was caused 
by acute dilation of the heart, endocarditis, 
persistent thymus, chronic interstitial ne- 
phritis, and chronic gastritis.

Many Telegrams of Regret.

In effect the 
decision compels the railroads to include pri- 
vate cars heretofore set aside for their own 
goal supply in the quota to be distributed 
gmong the mines in accordance with the 

centage system ordered by the interstate 
. . commission. 
The case involved the right of the inter- 
tate commerce commission to direct the dis- 
of cars in the interest of the inde- 
pendent coal companies, and the power of the 
commission was upheld in a sweeping decis- 
fon, which was delivered by Justice White. 


Two Objections Are Considered. 


Two objections to the delegation of power 
to the commission were considered. The first 
was that no such delegatiomhed been made 
by the interstate commerce law in the mat- 
ter of the distribution of company fuel cars 
asa means of prohibiting unjust preferences 

and undue discrimination. The second was 
that even if such power should be delegated 
the order enjoined by the court below was 
beyond the authority conferred by the law, 

The first objection, Justice White said, 
rested upon the erroneous assumption that 

. in the constitutional sense, em- 
Soa ey shipment in a technical sense, 
and did not therefore extend to carriers en- 
gaged In interstate commerce. 

Of the second objection, the justice said: 

“The construction which the interstate 
commerce act had necessitated,- and the 
remedial character of the amendment 
adopted in 1906, all served to establish the 
want of merit in the contention. In addi- 
tion, to adopt it would require us to hold 
that congress, in enlarging the power of the 
commission over rates, had so drafted the 
amendment as to cripple and paralyze its 
power in correcting abuses as to preferences 
and discriminations, which it was the great 
and fundamental purpose of congress to fur- 
ther.” 


Rated According to Shipments. 


According to the plan prescribed by the 
commission in the Hlinolg collieries case, 
which was intended to secure equal distribu- 
tion of cars among the shippers, each mine is 
given a rated capacity at stated intervals, 
and if the supply of cars ls short each one re- 
ceives cars for loading in proportion to the 
percentage of shortage applied | to the rated 
capacity.

LITTLE BULIS WIPED OUT. 


Rumors of Disagreement Among Lead- : 


ers as to Policy Given as Cause. 


New York, Jan. 10.—[Special.]~The cotton 
market suddenly turned weak today, and 
before the session closed most options re 
corded greater losses than on any previous 
single day’s trading since the present bull 
campaign began. The maximum. loss for 
March cotton was 97 points; for May, 87; 
for June, 69; for July, 81, and for August, 82. 

Prior to today’s opening most options re- 
covered practically all their losses of the 
previous week, and the presence on the floor 
of Wiliam P. Brown and Frank B. Hayne, 
who, with James A. Patten and E. G. Scales, 
have boosted cotton from about $40 a bale 
to better than $80, led to the expectation that 
the advance to 20 cent cotton now was to be 
resumed, with the market purged of its weak 
bull following by last week’s shakeout. 


Big Surprise for Traders. 

Just as Wall street and the commission 
houses had about made up their minds that 
the appearance of the bull leaders, coinci- 
dent with the short ginning report, meaht 
higher prices all around, and had begun 
sending in buying orders accordingly, the 
bottom fell out of the market. 

„Enormous selling developed. Three or four 
brokers are reported to have executed or- 
ders for 25.000 bales apiece. The little bull 
with his dollar bale margin was wiped out 
over and over again in the recession, which 
carried prices down from $2.60 to almost $5 
a bale. 


Ask $10 a Bale as Margin. 

Some brokers m the end of the session 
were reported to be asking for $10 a bale 
martin, and this was taken as indicative 
of a general feeling of uncertainty as to 
the course of prices over the next few days.

The directorate of the Milk Producers 
Protective association when it meets in the 
Ashland block headquarters must its 
program for the coming year in time/to‘line 
up ite members in battle array before the 
signing of the summer contracts, March 15, 
for the six months beginning in April. 

The surest way in which to defeat the 
Bordens, the dictators of prices in both Chi- 
cago and New York, is for the producers to 
} establish their own supply depots and de- 
livery systems in Chicago, according to Sec- 
retary James P. Grier. This will be dis- 
cussed in detail. | 

Co- operative Creameries Plan. 

Another plan to be considered is the reés- 
tablishment of codperative creameries by the 
association in order to utilize much of the 
milk product in case ot a battle with the milk 
combination. A recent case in the Water- 
town, Wis., district proved that the produc- 
ers who held out againat the Van Camp com- 
pany made more money Dy selling to an in- 
dependent creamery than did those who 
yielded and signed contracts. 

If a disposition is shown to again sign con- 
tracts with the big Chicago bottlers a higher 
rate will be demanded by the producers, and 
this time, it is claimed, the association is 
strong enqush to hold out and obtain its 
price. 

For the six summer months of 1908 the Bor- 
den price per quart paid the producer was 
02 67-144 cents, while the Chicago consumer 
pald 7 cents. This year the trust will un- 
doubtedly try to continue its 8 cent rate, im- 
posed last November, and maintain the same 
schedule with the producers.

Lord Walsingham. certainly 
knows much more about Lepidoptera than the professor. 
Indeed, it is explained that no man in the British em- 
pire, and possibly no one in the entire world, knows 
quite as much about moths, beetles, butterfiles, and 
insects generally as this learned and useful peer, who 
has long been the president of the Royal Entomological 
Society of Great Britain.

BAD HEALTH CONDITIONS LAID 
fo CHURCHES AND THECITY. 


Commissioner Evans Tells Ministers 
Their Congregations and the Mu- 
micipal Government Do Not Aid Him 


“While the government and churches of 
Chicago are doing many things for the peo- 
ple, there is one duty which they are shirking, 
and this is codperation with the department 
of .public health.“ 


Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of health, 
in an address before the Presbyterian Min- 
isters’ association yesterday. 

The physician declared that Chicago's 
greatest danger was from bad air dis- 
e " eontracted in the schools and public 
dul , and blamed to some extent city

ae States Probably 177 
Investigate Big Increase 
in Cost of Living. 


|ZAFT. GIVES APPROVAL. 


Elkins Introduces a Resolution 
for Committee of Inquiry 
Into Subject, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special.}— 
President Taft has given his official approval 
to an inquiry inte the tremendous increase 
in the cost of living, and the prospect is that 
a searching government investigation now 
will be undertaken. 

Senator Elkins, who introduced in the gen- 
ate a resolution providing for an investiga- 
tion called at the White house today and 
discueged the question with the president. 
Mr. Taft evineed his deep interest in the mat- 
ter at one, and told the senator that in his 
opinion the situation was such that a ther- 
ough inquiry should be made, and that it 
should be expedited as much as ible 80 
the people might be given the facts without 
the delay usually attaching to congressional 
investigations. 


Increase Size of Committee. 


The senator's resolution calls for the ap- 
pointment ef an-investigation committee of 
five members, the idea being to have named 
two Republicans, two Democrats, and one in- 
surgent Republican. The president suggested 
that the sige of the committee be increased to 
seven members, three Repyblicans, three 
Bemoerats, and one insurgent, The senator 
agreed to make this change and he will bring 
the matter up in the senate as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Senator Aldrich, ‘“‘hosg’’ of the upper house, 
is eppesed to the inquiry. He has expressed 
himself as convineed that no committee can 
get at the facts and that its efforts will only 
disturb business and create more unrest 
among the plain people than alreddy exists. 
Senator Elkins, however, is determined to 
bring about the investigation and he hag the 
support of a clear majority of the senate. 

As a matter of practical politics the eon- 
gressional leaders are urging that nothing be 
allewed to block the Republican move for 
finding out why it costs more to buy what the 
people eat and wear nowadays. There js 
scarcely a member of the national legislature 
who does not realize the high importance of 
some action along this line. 


People Want to Know. 

The senators and representatives are heing 
inundated with letters from their constituents 
complaining of the advance in prices in the 
necegsities of life and asking what congress 
proposes to do about it. A good many of the 
correspondents want to know if it isn't the 
new tariff that is to blame for the conditions 
the cansumers are facing. 

There are many congressional! leaders who 
fear that the unrest manifested by the people 
at large over the higher cost of living is going 
to be an igsue at the congressional primaries 
next summer and the ensuing election. They 
know that the Democrats are biding their 


time with the intention of making campaign 


material gut of these conditions. Ewen the 
insurgent Republicane are making speeches 
holding the standpat policies of their party 
to blame for the higher cost of existence. 
With these things in mind the Republican 
leaders are eager for an investigation and one 
the‘ will be concluded before the adjournment 
of congress, ff possible.
